"STOCKTOS, May 4.— The Republican 


Btate convention met this morning aa per 
adjournment last night. 


It was evident from the first taut dif- 


ferences had been about settled daring 
tho night and early forenoon, which 
meant that when the convention had 
adopted tho platform the selection of 
delegates would proceed rapidly. 


THE PLATFORM. 


Chairman Neff opened the convection 


at 1 1 o'clock this morning by stating that 
he hoped tho convention would not 
waste time in disposing ot tho business. 


Chairman Johnson of tho platform 


committee then read tho platform. 


The Kepublican party of the stale of 


California in convention assembled at 
Stockton oil May 3, 1892, does hereby 
adopt the following resolutions of its 
views on tho issues of tho diiy ; 


The administration of tho national af- 


faira by the Hepublicnn party has been 
such that to it we give our unqualified 
indorsement. The prudent business man- 
ner in which tho finances of the nation 
have been managed, BO that while no 
niggard hand has neon shown in the dis- 
bursements, vet the expenses have been 
kept within 'bounds and tho national 
debt greatly reduced.

European Capitalists Repaid Them 


ag a Good Investment. 


THE REPUBLICAN recently announced 


thatBarou Joachim von Scheliha was 
in Fresno on business of some magni- 
tude. 


The ob ect of the baron's viait to the 


west ia to place irrigation bonds. He de- 
clares that he had a contract which gives 
him the control of (7,000,000 worth of 
irrigation bonds and he expects to secure 
$4-000,000 more. 


He has already placed $750,000 of Ne- 


braska and New Mexico irrigation bonds 
at 95 cents on the dollar and IB now en- 
gaged in disposing of the bonds iseucd 
by the FOBO, Alii* and other districts in 
this valley, aggregating $5,000,000. 


Of course he could do nothing here in 


this matter as iione of the districts in tbe 
county are in a condition to permit it. 
The baron is backed by English and 
German capital. He says that foreign 
capitalists look upon the bonds ai a eufe 
and profitable investment. 


The interest on the bonds being 6 per 


:ent iu gold and tbe land in each district 
being liable for tho payment of both 
principal and interest, all tbat IB now neo- 
ejHary to do is for the capitalists and the 
people iaiuing the bonds to determine 
what shall be' the discount from their 
par value in placing them.

For her breakfast she e:its cereal 


food, grauula, wlieateiia, rice or com. 
Of one of these things sho lakes a tahlc- 
spoonfnl and a half, costing perhaps ono 


ud CiX>l;s it- Thuii bho hus a cup 


of coffee, codtiujj about ouo cent more, 
and a slice or two ol' whole grained 
bread at less than a penny a slice, and 
concludes tho repast with uu oruiigo or 
bauana. Tho quantities given arc not 
large, but they cmi bo increased to suit 
tho appetite, and the heartiest eater, BUO 
thinks, couldn't very well make uway 
A\-itb more than ten cents' worth. 


Tho luucheon eoiisisls of a plato of 


lentil soup, a most nourishing diah, in- 
volving an outlay of about half a ceut. 
This is followed by n vegetable o£ some 
sort well cooked, u. few olives or nuts, 
two slice* of bread, some frutt, canned 
cherries or something liko that or pud- 
ding. Tho cheek for this meal would 
bo seven or eight cents. 


Supper is made up of whole grained 


or oatmeal bread, preserves, bananas or 
oranges and a little chocolate. 


Once this initiuieat ndvocato eaw a 


jiortor iu the cast currying a largo piano 
down tho street ou liia bhoulders. Sho 
became interested nt once and wanted 
to find out what food would produce 
such enormous strength. She inquired 
and found that lie lived chiefly on green 
cucumbers and -garlic, and never de- 
voured flesh at any tune. Two-thirds of 
tho people in the world—three-fourths 
iomo people assert—never cat moat and 
vuulilu't liiiov,' lunv lo. 


Iji Boston there are vegetarians of thu 


second generation—that i«, their pureuta 
Imd caicii no ilesh for EOIUO years before 
Ihoy wcro born and they Ihernselveri 
have not broken their fast upon roasts 
nnd boiltXta. To llies-o people tho eight 
of a hulchcr's shop or a wngon load of 
deceased pigs is usceedingly repulsive. 


There is no vegetarian restaurant in 


the United States, imd the nonmeat oatcrs 
want to start one in New York. Lon- 
don has ut least forty places where ono 
c:in dine upon tho vegetable fat of tho 
hind without tasting .tlosh. Tho number 
and variety of dishes that nro served in 
these places ivould startle tho unsophis- 
ticated and shock u butcher. 


Vegetarians everywhere roalizc that 


tho beet way to preach their doctrine is 
to induce people to cat ono of their 
meals. Bachelors and spinsters bent ou 
diatiiry reform and ignorant of cooking, 
or perhaps'iiot having a kitchen at their 
disposal, nnd it hard lo hoard at a res- 
taurant imd uot livo on meat. They con 
livo on apples, perhaps—Mrs. Lo Favro 
did once for two weeks and grow stont 
and healthy—but many of them might 
not caro to. 


"All the fighting of Iho world ia done 


by meat eaters," said Mrs. Lo Favro. 
"Flesh engenders a fierce restlessness 
which find* vent in war. Vegetarians, 
while they will work unceasingly, arc 
not nghtei'ti, hut they win their point by 
gentleness and persuasion. 


"There ia a constant •raving for stim- 


ulant in n meat cater. Children fed on 
flesh swallow slato pencils and ashes. 
It is hacauso their system calls out for 
tho carhuiKttcs and lime of vegetables. 
Vegetarian children never cat their slato 
pencils.
